tearme it, [ began at ninetcene yeares of age,to write in Latine 
rwo bookes againſt Poperie z, one ofthe which I hane entituled, 
ofthe admirable Antipathie or contrariety of Theolo- 
gie and Papalogie, or of Gods word and the Popes. 
Wherein I point forth the oppoſittons &- contradiflions betweene

reprooning her ſelfe:Wherein 1 doe prooue by the expreſſe Teſt- 
monies of Popes, Cardinals, Archbiſhyps, Byſhaps, CMonkes, 
Friers Prophets, Propheteſſes, Schoolemen, and Cell-momen of 
the Chard of Rome, that ſhee ſtandeth inneed ofreformation, - 
againſt the contrary aſſertion of the learned Ieſuite Martinus 
Becanus.The Propheticall part,(if ſo I may call #t,) of which 
worbe, I did publiſh of late mn Engliſp, a Booke containing a col- 
leftion of more then an hundred ffravge Propheſies utteredin 
former times tonching the deformation , and reformation of 
Rome, by twenty foure famons Romane-Catholikes, whereof 
ſome twelte hane brene canoni2ed for Saints, towityſeanen men, 
and fine women, Thane likewiſe written a diſputationor diſqui- 
ſition touching the ſeate of Sathan: whether it was tobe inthe 
Nerth, as the Romiſh Dottors dee bolde,or inthe South, where 
1proone againſt the Remane D oftors by Scripture and nature, 
by Thbeolrgie and Aſtrologie, by P hiloſophie and Hiſterie, how 
that the North ts ab(olmtely the moſt dinine,eminent and excel- 
lent, thevery ſeateof Ged,and not of Satban, and the chiefe re- 
ceptacle of his Church, Another difÞutation and diſquiſition 1 
bane writtentouching the ſeate of ſoules, where I refute the Po- 
Piſs opinions of Purgatory, I.imbus Patrum, Limbus infan- 
tium, aud the like bellow habitations of ſowles within the __ 
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| and I dee ſhow that the ancient Fathers , knew no more places 
but three at moſt , as the Greekes doe at this day; Paradiſe, 
Heauen and Hell, [mthe ſame 1 doe refute the erroneons #opuni- 
ons of Romanes and Genenians, Þ apiſts and Puritanertouchr: 
our Sationrs deſcending into bell, and proone the doftrine ofthe 
Church of England toncbing that article to be only orthodoxe , 
a briefe of which part of that Booke , I haue here pnbliſhed in 
Engliſh. And in the ſame larger worke, I do defend the ſaluation 
of Salomons ſonle againſt Cardinall Bellarmine,avd others, 
inumping with bim in that unprobable and vncharitable opinion. 
Another difþmtation 1 haue written in Latine vpon the Iny0- 
cation of Samnts , againſt the Romane Knight of Saint Peter 
Gaſpar Scioppius,ag4:»5t whoſe allegations of Scripture, and 
probations fetcht from thence: I who am a layman like bim- 
ſelfe, bowſeener inferionr for hum une letters and tules dos em- 
ploy ſome 2.8. arguments fetchtnot only from Scriptures, but 
alſo from Greeke and Latine Fathers , beſides Philoſophers, 
Poets, and Hiſtorians: andthe [ame Methode and manner of 
probation, I doe uſe in acertaine Theologicall and Hiftoricall 
Plea againſt the learned Ie(wite lames retſer, for the prebe- 
mixence of the Empereur,and Kings aboue Popes, Patriarker, 
eArchbiſhops and Biſhops,and generally of all PrieFts, and for 
their mixt condition of Eccleſra5ticall and cinill, Lafty , 1 
hane writtena Treatiſe called Catholico-Iacobus,Catboli- 
co- Britannus ; wherein I do demoniirate the true Catboli- 
ci/me of Britaines, and doe evidently proone that your CMaie- 
ftie and your ſubieits baue all thoſe things, that (3ods word re- 
quiretb , to make men true Chrifkians and Catholikes,apainſt 
the contrary aſſertion of the learned French Archbiſhop, Cars 
dinall Iames Perron, The which two Treatiſes laſt mentio- 
ned, written in d:fence of King Iames,andthis Church,againit 
emo learned and famons Roman: Catholihes of the name of 
Iames, by your Maiefbies ſubiett and ſeruant of the ſame 
Name, hall be(Ged willing) ſhortly publiſhed for the firit laick, 
fruits of that begunue Colledge, which beareth the name of

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King Iames, whereof I amto bee a Fellow. The which pre- 
miſſes beeing covfidered , I bope the more eaſily to gaine the 
Church of Scotlands good opinion,and that they ſhall uot charge 
me with incapacutte 10 hanale ſuch a weighty argument as this, 
hauing written ſo much in matters belonging to Church and 
Religion. Tobebriefe, thus hane [ ſpent theſe ſenenteene yeares 
yeares of my prinate & obſcure life;ſince I proceeded Maſter of 
Artes , and went beyond (ea , ingiuing my (elfe to ſtudie and 
contemplation;endeauouring to know much, and 10 contentation, 
in no wiſe coneting after much ; and to Temperance and Conts- 
nency, Wheresf | take the all- knowing God and his chafte An- 
gels towitnes, And now theſe my poore labours, ſuch as they are, 
1 moſt humbly lay downe at your Royal feet, beg ging your Mas 
zefties moſt honourable patronage and acceptance , and in pray- 
ing the God of V/mitie and Veruies to gine them a bleſſing for the 
furthering of your moſt Chriftian defire , and glorions deſigne, 
ſo that we may eueninyour owne happie daies, ſee with our 
eye: thefull accompliſhment tbereof to the glorie of bis name the 
comfort of bis Church, the good of great Britame , and your 
MaveFies eternal boxour, Soprayeth daily 
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Moſt humble ſubiect and ſeruant, and 
euen the grandchilde of your moſt No- 
ble Grandmothers and Mothers houſe-

are Lawgivers voto their people , that is to fay, 
that theybave power from Godto decree , and make 
lawes for the good government of their kingdome,and 
not onely that they are appointed for the cultody,expo- 
lition and execution of lawes, made or to bee made by 
thepeople, as ſome phanaticall ſpirits ſprong from the 
Leminian lake have ſuppoſed. The people are law-takers 
potlaw-makers, and law-keepers, not law-giuers ; for 
the law-giuing power is a divine power, and therefore

to write vato himſelfe the law of God,. to keepe it with. 
him,andto readetherein all the dayes of his life. Now to 
what end all this ? queſtionlefle;that hee may learne 
thereby to belike 2Loſegcucna faithfuli ſeruant of God 
_ 12.7+ jnallhis houſe,andoverall his houſe,and not onely that 
Hed,3-2-5- he mightkeepe Gods lay the betterin his owneperſon, 
bucallo, that be might deliver theſameto his people as 
Exod.24.34 Moſes did, to be obſerued ofthem : and that the lawes 
Deu.17.13, hee ſhould makehimſelte, might bee conformable to 
I9, Godslawes: for as God the King almighty is the Law- 
loh.10-34335 piger of Kings,ſo Kings,whom God hath called Gods, 
are the Law-giuversot their people. Thirdly. this doth 
appeare in that Sa/owoncalleth Mans law, the word of 
the moth of the King, and the Kings word like as the law 
Ecd.$. 2,34: of God egery where in the Scripture is called Gods word, 
Pfal 119.124 andthe ten commandements the ten words of Godr month.

' = + God. Waeretheword of the Kmng ts, there ts power, and who 
ſpall ſay unto him what doeft thou? Fourthly this doth ap- 
pearezin that quellionle(le the more divine power doth 
- PC3l.82.1,6, belong vatothbe Prince, ro whom God hath both given 
:.Chron. 29. his owne divine narpe,(and nottothe people) and hath 
22+ ſet bim in. hisowaetbrone. Now to make a law is the 
molt diuine tbing that can be doneof a manzand there- 
fore it appertaineth vnto the Prince,that litreth in Gods 
throne, and not to the people,that ſtand before the 
throne.

higheſt commendation) that they haue made certaine 
good lawes and decrees for the glorie of God, and the 
good of their people: thus Nebnchadnezzar King of Dan, 3.

Babel, made « decree or aw, that every people, nation 5.2526, 
and language which ſhould ſpeake any blaſphemie 
againſt the God of Shadrach, Meſſach & Abednego,ſhould 
bedrawen in pieces, and that their houſes ſhould bee 
made a iakes, and Darixs King of Medes and Perſians, 
made a law or decree zthat in all the dominion of his king- 
dome, men ſhould tremble and feare before the God of 
Daniel: and by theſe (ixe arguments it is more then cuis 
' dentthat the Printe, (and heeprincipally ) hath an affr- 

wative vOyce, and not onely a negative in the afſembly 
ofbiseſtates, The which thing we ſhall prooue likewiſe 
by politicalland pbiloſophicall argumentsinourLatine 
worke of Kingly controverlies.

thereof,for their honourableprouilion,then we honour p.,u.,.5 10, 
God himſelfe with our riches, as S4/om192 exhorteth all 
men to doe, that would baue God to bleſſe them with 
abundance. And truly,if wee would beloath tolet God 
want(if hee wereſubie to want in his owne perſon,as 
man is)then ought wehkewiſe be loath to letthe Prince 
D 3 want 
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want , who repreſenteth' God, and thereforeis called 
God, to teach vs, that what we beſtow vpon him wee 
offer vato God and in whoſe perſon God oftentimes 
carrieth himſelfeas one that wanteth , and flandeth in 
need of our helpe. And if we would willingly , cheere- 
fully and without murmuring beſtow vpon our moſt 
bountifullFather, our goods in whole or in balfe, then 
truly wee ought not to murmure or grudge to beſtow 
vpon Princes (whom God hath called by the name of 
the children ofthe moſt High)aconuenient portion of the 
amet leſt for their fathers ſake.Sothat the good Chri- 
ſian ſubieRt when he ſeeth a King,eſpecially aChriſtian - 
Kiog,and fucha one as belides his divine poweris adors 
ned with the divine qualities and perfeions of wiſe» 
dome, bounty , iuſtice/and mercy', he ought tothinke 
with bimſelfe, thatheſeeth God in mans likene(ſſe, and 
when ſuch a King asketh ſubſidie or relecfe at bisſub- 
ies hands, they ought toſhew themſelues, as willing 
and ready thereunto, asthey ſhould, if God himſelfeia 
manslikeneſle were come downe among(t men to re- 
quire afacrifice or oblation at their bands. And though 
it bee true that that Almighty God doth not and in 
need of any thing we have;(for heis al ſufficient in him- 
_—_ yet wee mult thinkethat it is his pleaſureto carrie 

imlelfe oftentimes, as onethat doth needin theperſon 
ofthe Prioce, the Prieſt and the Poore. And this hee 
doth, to trie whether wee love Almighty God and our 
neighbouf better then our goods, or no, andto know 
by the effeRt, if we haue as yet attained to this perfeRi- 
on, as ftogiue vnato God allthat we baue,if he ſhould res 
quire it at our hands; forthe man that willgrudgeto 
giuea part vnto Gods [mage and chiefe Minilſterfor his 
ſake, willnever be willing to forſake all for Gods ſake: 
no hee would never bee willing to beſtow his whole 


- goods vpon God himſelfe , that will refuſe or cepine to 
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giue a part voto hischeife Miniſter. And co 

man that doth cheerefully beſtow vpon the Prince, in 

regard that hee is Gods Image, Deputicand Miniſter, 

(For he is the Minifter of God for thy wealth ſaiththe Apos 

{ile aud for this cauſe ye pay alſo tribute , for they are Gods yu 1, . . 

AMiniters)dothin ſodoing cuidently ſhow that beelo- 3,4,5,6* * * 

ueth God better then hisgoide, and goodneſle better 

then bisgoods , and that he would make no difficultie 

to beſtow moltwilliogly allthat he hath ypon God, yea 

toforlake his whole goods for Gods ſake. But of this 

matter of the Princes, maintenance I have entreated 

elſewhere,in another Forke publiſhed ſometwoor three 

yeares 2goec » Called the Golden art, or theright way of 

enriching, dedicated tothe two Royal cities of theſe 

two kingdomes , but much morecopioully in another 

worke of Kingly Controuerſies not as yet finiſhed, 

where I doe diſcourſe of the particular manner of the 

maintenance of Princes amongſt Gods people,both acs 

cording to Scripture;the ludgement of diuines,and Po- 

liticians,and according to the ſeuerallcuſtomes ofking- 

domes. And there | ſhow 1.that the ſoueraigne Prince, 

isnot Lord bf the whole goods of bis ſubiecs, and that 

his right doth not extend over their whole faculties, 

as ſome flatterers of Princes doe falſely and dangerouſly 

hold them in hand, Secondly, that the ſooeraigne 

Prince hath a right only to a certaine proportionable 

portionoftheſubiefsgoods. Thirdly,that as Godand 

notman istheioltitutor, author and ordainer of Kings, 

fo is he the appointer of theirportion, andthepreſcriber 

oftheir manner ofmaiatenance : for if God hath ordais 

ned and inſtituted Kings to bee bis Miniſters and Ser- 

vants,for the goueramentof bis people, as we haueal- 

ready ſhowedthathe bath z then mult it needs be true, 

that the ſame God hath taken order for their mainte- 

nance. And truly ſeeing thatall wiſe and good _ 
ve 
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doe provide for their ſeryants, and allow thern meanes 
forthelr ſuſtenance and maintenance, it were a thing 
moſt ynbeſeeming the wiſedome and goodnes of God, 
who is the Maſter of maſters, both for wiſedome and 
goodneſle, tothinkethat he hath not as great care, and 
taken at leaſt as good order, forthe maintenance of bis 
ſcruants,namely of Kings, as other men being maſters, 
haue taken anddoe take for theirs. God doth alwaies 
that which is moſt fitting, and therefore hee hath de- 
ſigned andordained the particular manner of the Prins 
ces maintenance: forit is molt gtting thatthe maſter 
ſhould preſcribe and appointthe*%uantitie of his owne 
ſeruants wages. Andit was ſo fit that God ſhould doit, 
thatit was not fit nor expedient to referre the doing 
thereof, vato the will or diſcretion ofman, It was not fit 
that it ſhould be remittedto thewill ofthe Prince bim- 
ſelfe,for he might perhapsrequire niorethen inough, as 
for example,the halfe, third, fourth, or fifth part of he 
ſubieas goods, neither was it fit that it ſhould be refer- 
red to the diſcretion of the people ;. for they lightly 
mightallow the Princeleflethen inougb;and therefore 
God hath taken order for this tbiog himſelfe, and not 

leftitfor man to doe; For as the Apoſtle ſaith, #hoart 
thou that indgeft another mans ſernant ? (0 may it bee well 
faidin this matter z who art thou that takeſt vponthee 
to ſhareout a portion or allowance for another mans 
ſeruant, yeafor Gods owne chiefe ſeruant? doth not 
ſuch an office properly belong vato God? Fourthly, 
that Godihath ſet downe the manner of the Princes 
maintenance, and hath ſpecified the quantitie of his 
portion infowe place of his word, andthat hee bath 

dove it in the fitteſt place that could bee for that pur- 

poſe : for except it werelo, itſhodld not appeare, when 

itis,thata Prince playeth the ExaRor, for ſeeing that he 
hath a right vato a certaine portion of bis — 
S 
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goods(as all doe grant)bow ſhall they know, when it is 
that he craueth morethen hee ought, except there bee 
ſome law to determine his portion, and toinhibitehim 
to levy any more then the quantitie thereof doth per- 
mit. In one word, ExaQtion ina Princeis the tranſgrel- 
fog of Gods law,and not the breakiog of ſome humane 
tatute or decree; and therefore there muſt be a certaine 
ſpeciall law in Gods word, touchipg the quantitie ofthe 
Princes portion,alwellas thereis ofthe Prieſts, the one 
beeing as important as the other, and Princes becing 
Ggds Minitlters and Seruants aſwell as Prieſts, and fo 
conſequently to bee maiatained aſwell as they, Yea it 
behoucd ſomuch the more, becauſe that Soueraigne 
Princes or Kings are Gods Minilters in a higher, more 
eminent and honourable degree and kinde, then Prieſts 
are,as hath becne beforeabundant]y ſhewed. So that it 
is not likely that tbe Spirit of God would haueomitted 
ſoimportant a point as thisis; being ſuch as that withs 
out the certaine knowledge thereot yneitber can Soue- 
raignesnor Subies doetheir dutie toone another .For 
neither can they know when it is that the Soveraigne 
keepes himlſeltewithia the bounds of equitie and mo- 
deration,or contrariwile that hedebordeth into oppreſ(- 
ſion, extortion, orexaQionzneitheryet when itis, that 
theſubieR offendeth by detention or diminution of bis 
Soueraignes due. Secing then it was ſo neceſſarie for 
the quiet, ioft, and vpright conltitutionof a kingdome 
among(t Gods people,that the Kings portion ſhould be 
ſpecified aſwell as the Prieſts, we need not doubt, but 
that the Spirit of God bath propoſed the ſame, ſome 
where io holy Scripture, and egenin that place which 
was of all other the molt congenient for ſuch a purpoſe; 
and what place of Scripture ſoconuenient asthat wher- 
in the firſt inſtitution of Kings amongſt amongſtGods 
people is propounded and expounded ?

worr to whom yee owe houour, And no where they bid 
take away any thing from Kings: and therefore ſuch 
men asfake away from Kings their livings! libertie or 
life, or the benefits of the Church, Gods kingdome, 
or their owne doe diſobey God, the father of Kioggs, 
and obey the devilthediſhonourer,& debaſer of kings, 
Seuenthly, wee doe not read in Gods word that evera 
King was delivered voto Satan; ſo that it wanteth ex 
ample;and as forprecept,the very formal words viedin 
the ioltitution of excommunication by our Lord, do 
ſhewthat it was never intended for Kings, by the Spi- 
rit of God. For beſidesthey were not as yet withio the 
bolome ofthe Church, by calling, when it was ordai- 
ned, thoſe words; 1f thy brother treiaſſe againſt thee, If 
thy brother hoare thee, If thy brother heare thee not, If 
thy brather refuſe to beare the Churchalſs, do evidently , 
and pregoantly evince , that excommunication is a cens 
ſure of an offending brother, not of the father of the 
people. And therefore the Apoltleentreativg of excoms 
munication, extendeth it no further, then unto ſacb a 
oneasis called a brother .]f avy that is called 4 brother 
faith he)be a fornicatour, or conectons , or an idolater , or 4 
ailer,or 4 drankardyor an extortioner, with ſuch a one cate not, 
neither companie together; and againe, And ye brethren be not 
wedrie in well dog, if any wan (to wit beeipg a brother) 
obey nat our ſayings, note bim by a letter ,and haue no companie 
with him,that be may be aſhamed ; yet count bim not as an ene- 
mic but admeniſh bimas abrother ., And thoughit bee 
truethatthe belecuving Soveraigne aſwel as the Subie& 
is a brother in Chriltianitie, and might well have beene 
ſo called by our bleſſed Saviour , and bis Apoſtle, yer I 
ay 
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ſay it doth not appearethat they vnderſtood by the title 
of brother io thoſeplaces , but ſuch as did then beleeue 
the Goſpell,who were all ſubieQs; for as yet there were 
no beleeuing Soueraignes z/ yea both our Sauiourgand 
the Apoltles words doe evince that a King though bee 
beg a belecuerand (oa brother, yet thathe cannot bee 
broughtia ampng(t thoſe excommunicable brothers, 
becauſetheexcommunicated brother mult be vatothe 
other brethren as an Heathen and a Pablicay , as our Sa- 
uiour commandeth,thatis to ſay , they multauoide his 
conuerſation, and decline his companie , and flechis 
familiaritic, as the Apollle expoundeth it. Butſpitis 
that ſubiefts cannot by avy meanes ſhunne or abborre 
the preſence and converſation of their Soueraigne, both 
becauſe of duty,and becauſe of neceſlitie. As tor duty, 
the lawes of oatureand of Scripture,of reaſon andreligi- 


| on,of Church & State,doe oblige ſubies to doetheir 


duty to their Soueraigne be he neuerſo bad ; andthere- 
fore they mult repaire ynto his preſence and converſe 
with bim,whenſoeuer it pleaſeth bim tocommand. And 
as fornecellitiez fubieRs can not choole but repaireto 
the Princeto have iuſlice, and fuch other helpe asthey 
and inneedofat his hands. And therefore 1 ſay,though

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ſareit ſelfe bath ooplaceio Princes. Ninthly., the ex- 
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communicationof an vaiucrlalitie or multitude, as of a 
whglecitie, Body, Common-wealth or kingdomeis in 
the iudgement of all, thought a thiug valawfull; and 
ſemblably the excommunication of theSoneraigne, as 
hethatrepreſenteth the whole Body of his kingdome, 
molt bee volawfull: neither can the head be puniſhed 
without the ſenſible hurtof the whole body. Teatbly, 
Godis a God of order & not of diſorderor confulion, as 
the Apoſtle ſpeaketb, and therefore hee hath not given 
the ioferiours power to puniſh corporally or ſpiritually 
their ſuperiours,forthis were molt contrary to order,& 
conſequently be hath not given ſubiesany power vps 
ontheir Soueraigne, nor Prieſts any power to puniſh 
Prigceszfor both people and prieſts be inferiours, and 
their Soueraigneis tbeir ſuperiour; they areas members 
ofthe body taken ſeuerally , thecommons as feete, the 
Nobles as hands, tbe Prie(ts as eyes: or they are az the 
bodie,beivg taken coniunAly , but the Soueraigneis as 
the head,bigherthenallthe other members, and above 
thewhole body, and as theſoule moredivine, excellent 
andeminent then the whole body ; the ſabieAs are as 
ſeruants, the Souerajgne asthe Maſter or Lord, the peo- 
ple as the children, and the Prince as their commonfas 
ther, Itis againſt good nature and order, for the inferi- 
our members toriſeor rebellagainſt the fupreame mems - 
ber,forthe body tobeateor breake the owne head, and 
it is repugnant both to good nature and grace, for chil. 
dren to (tretch forth the hand co chaſtiſe or puniſh theic 
father bee heenever ſo furious, And as tor thechicfe 
Prieſts and Prelates they-areas Angels and Archangels, 
indeed, butthe Soucraigne Prince, is asthe God of An-

ſervant;ſaith the ſame Apoſileandin theſame Epiſtleto Rom, 4. 
the Romanes (and I wiſh that beth Romanes and Ge- - 
nevians would weigh thoſe words better then they do) 
and therefore whois hee that condemaeth ſuch a ſer- 
uant,as isnotonly another mans ſeruant, buteuen the 
belt mans ſeruant,to wit Chriſts, and his chiefeſferuant, 
yea Gods ſeruant?He ftandeth br falleth to his owne mailer, 
ſaich the Apoſtle,and thatis,neitberthe Pope of Rome, 
northe maſter Minifterof Geneuazbut God and Chriſt; 
whowill not hauehis ſeruantſubie to theproud cen- 
ſoreeitheir of the Romane Conſiftorie, or ofthe Genes 
vian Preſbyterie.The Apoſtle would not preſume to 
ivdge them chat ace withoutthe Church , becauſethey 
belonged to Gods iudgement in propriety , what have / 
#0 doe to indge them alſo which are without ſaith be, doe ye net 
iudge them that are within ? but God iudgeth them that 
are without,and ſhall we thinkethat he would haue pres 
ſumedto iudge thoſe that God hath placed abovethe 
Church, 1 meane Chriſtian Princes , whothough they 
be within the boſome of the Church as Chriſtians, yet 
are they without or abouethe reach of the hands of the 
Cburch,as the nurlingsfathers and headsofthe Church 
on earth, vnder Chriſt the Soveraigne King of the 
Church, whoſe immediate ſeruants they arezand there- 
fore as his peculiars are ſubie to nones ivdgement but 
hisooly. T welfthly, if feruants muſt beſubieRt totheir 
maſters with all feare, and not onlyto the good and 
courteous, but alſotothe —_— asthe Apoſile Saine 
2 Peter 
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Peterteacheth; then moſtſubieRts be loyall and dutifull 
to their Soueraigne, and notonly tothe good, but alſo 
to the evill;for as thefamily isa little kingdome,and the 


maſter ofthe family,alittle king, and the ſonnes and fer- 


vantsofthefamily , arethe ſubieRs of this little kings 
dome; ſoisthe kingdome a great family, the King the 
great maſter ofthis great family, and his ſubie&sare the 
children and ſeraants ofthe ſame family. Thirteenthly, 
if the Angels of heavens Church, from their decvenly 
ſeates and habitations, doe not exclaimeor giue out rai- 
ling indgement again(t Princes beforethe Lord;though 
they ſce and know their wickedneſle much better then 
men doe,and that they beaboue them in dignitie, pow- 
erand place, as the ApbſtleS. Peter doth auouch and 
witnes; then muchleſſe muſt the Angels ofthe Church 
on earth, Romane or Geneuian, from theirearthly ſeats, 
and pulpits, Conſiſtories or Preſbyteries exclaime a- 
gain(t Princes,be they never {o wicked,or yetproclaime 
any railing iudgement againſt them, ſeeing they are not 
only inferiour vato the Angels in heaven which ſpare 
them, but euen vato the Princes themſelues, whichare 
Gods by their place, though in their perſons they were 
never ſo prophane, AndI wiſh with allmy heartthat the 
great Angel that (itteth in S. A»g-/, would pow atla(t 
learne this Angelicall leffon,ofthoſe Angelicall Doors 
in heaven, and of his owne ſuppoſed Evangelicall Pre- 
deceilor Sent Peter, who proteileth in expreiſe words, 
that it is one of the properties of falſe Prophets tode- 
ſpiſe Princes,and to ſpeake euill of them thatare indig- 
niticand authoritie; Where us the A noels which are greater 
both in power and might, gine not railing Indgement againi? 
:bem,and the ſame thing is ſaid of Saint Inde, Fourtenths 
ly, if a moſt holy Angel, yea even 17ichae/, the bigheſt 
Archangel durſt not raile vpon the dinell,who is all wic- 
kedne(le,nor blame bim with curſed ſpeakiog, when as

on the Prince, or how dareecither the Romane Archan-

gain(t Princes, or deliger them vato the diuell ; though 
they were liker little diuels,then little Gods onearth, 
reaſon of their wicked living?

reward?doenot the heathen and jofidels,cuen the ſame? 
and as our Sauiour ſaidto his Diſciples, Fxcepe your righs 
Feouſneſſe exceede the righteonſneſſe of the Scribes and Pharis 
feerzand not only ofpublicanes & linners,ye ſhall not enter 
into the kingdome of God; So may it bee faid to Chrillian 
ſubieRs, except your obedience, ſubieRion & patience, 
in the bebalfeot your Princes and Rulers exceedetbe 
obedicnce,ſubiecion 6 paticnceof heathen and yobe- 
leeving ſubieRs ih tbe beþalfe of their Soueraignes , 
yee cannot bee ſubieRs of the kingdome of heaven.

with their ordioarie and vſual bats,morelike millars or 
maltmeo,then Gods Miniſters, . though in Scotland | 
confelle they follow the godly and comely faſhion of 
Eoglacd in preaching, with their heads vacouered, and 
not thecappedcultome of Geneua: and Godgrantthey 
may doe {o in many other matters, wherethey haucas 
goodreaſon,and namely in kneeling bumbly, not only 
in making confeſſion of their (innesvnto God, butalſo 
at the repetition of the law of God, or ten commande- 
meats, as they doe in England,andin ſtanding vp reve- 
rently in making confeſſion of their faith, at therehear- 
fall ofthe Creed,and at the reading of the Goſpell. The 
which geſtures areto bee vied, both forreuerence and 
for (ignificatiop z forreverence becauſetheiris noman 
ſoignorantor blockiſh, but vaderſtandeth that knee/mmg 
and ferding vp are much morereyerent, humbleand re- 
ſpe&foll geſtures then ſitting, andthereforein the doing 
of ſuchreligious duties to God wards, are to bee vied.

the reading ofthe Goſpel,or rehearſing ofthe Creede,or 
articles of taith, weprotelle and acknowledge that our 
riling afterthefall, and our (tanding by.Grace, were cau- 
ſed by the ſecond Adam Chriſt. So that by theſereue- 
reat and (ignificant geſtures, wee doe put our ſelues in 
minde of the chiefe matcers,thatconcerne ſaluation, we 
ſhow how that we (ſtand ia Gods fauour by faith, as alſo 
we declareandnotitie, howthat we ought to be alwaies 
ready todefend the faith. And truly the man thatwill 
not doe ſo much as (tand vp reuerently vpon bis feete, 
whenthe Miniſter maketha publike confeſſion of faith 
inthe name of the people,doth argue that his faith wan 
 reththe feete ofdeuoutaffeRions, and ten to one, but 
it wanteth likewiſe the hands of charitable ations. He 
himſelfe loueth ſittiog,and I feare me, lealt his faith loue 
too much creeping or lying along vpon theground, 
whereuntoitis asit were tyed by thetaile , ſothat hee 
can not minde heauenly matters.

bis royalloame , and therefore to be ciuilly- honoured, 
hisdivineſtname, andtherefore to be religiouſly wor- 
ſhipped, andof all bis other names themott comforta- 
bleto miſerable mankinde?

board: forthen wee ſhall bee made his glorified gueſts, 
when wee ſhall bee fully freed from linne, and arraied 
in the whiterobe;of inherent righteouſne(le,as it isin the 
Renelation; Whereas ſolong as wee are here vpon earth, 
we cannot forour life,quite calt off old 4dams skinne- 
coate of origivallcorruption , noryet put off perfitly 
the rotten ragges of acuallynrighteouineſſe z which 
makes vs with the Cananite to creepe (as it were) vnder 
Chriſts Table,and to be contentfor thetime of this (ins 
full life cogather vp the crummes. But beeauſethat our 
Genewits for all that,are diſpoſed to be as bold & homely

Neither wasit an eafie or 
an honeſt violent death, but the moſt painefull and

our (infyulhands by our (innes, as much as the lewes did 


that ſer vp the crolle with their vohallowed hands; this _ 


confeſlion is lawfull apd good, and therefore the decla- 
ration of it by a ſenſible figne, can not bevnlawfvll or 
evill, A by this figne the Church confelſeth 
her faithio Chriſt crucified , that hee hath redeemed vs

ters,and to iudge of dofrine and pietie,by the externall 
diſcipline and ceremonie,retained til the primitive dif 
cipline and auncient ceremonies ofthat Church, but 
baniſhed the abuſes, And would to God the Church of 
Genena bad done thelike;for ſo our common adverſaries 
ſhoald not haue had ſo good and iult cauſe as they have, 
to hit them ia the teeth with their noueltie , as though 
their Church had newly creptorleaptout of the Z emer 
vian lakeyor had beene conceived of Ca/#in and borne of 
Zeza. Thirtenthly and laſtly, the enemies of the ligne

But 1 
wonder but they ſhould remember better that olde 
maxime, ab»ſu1 non tollit v/u1m,ſome folkes abuſing of a 
thiog,doth not binderorlet;but that others may vſe it 
aright.

So that they are mightily de- 
ceived which doe thinke our Saviour triumphed over 
Sathan and hell vpon thecroſle ; for atriumph doth al- 
waics followvpona perfitvitorie, and doth not goe 
before it,much leſſe before the copflia, asour Generians 
would ridiculouſly baue it. Thus we ſee twentie ex- 
preſſe paſlagesef Scripture for our Sauiours deſcending 
into bell after death,(for ſo many have wealleadgedfrom 
the firſt tothelaſt,) where as the Genewians can not pro- 
duceſomuch as one text bearing, that Chrilſts foule 
went nottohell: only out of two texts in the Goſpell, 
they draw an argumentagaiaſt hisdeſcending ; the one 
in that he ſaid tothe penitentthiefe , 7o d4y alt thon be 
with me in Paradiſe: the other in that be ſaid a dying z Fas 
ther mo thy hands I commend my Spirit: but neither doth 
the onenorthe other argument conclude punfually. 
Firlt the argument doth not follow ; Chrilts Spirit was

| deſcending and bel/mult likewiſe be properly taken, withs 
outrunning toatigure. And we may as welldeniethat 
inthe Creed,oſcending (ignifieth «/oca/motion vpwards, . 
and that beaver lignifieth the ſeate of God, and the res 
ceptacle of the bleſſed Spirics, and with all, ſay that by 
our Sauioursaſcendinginta heauen,is lignified noothee 
thing elſe, but his enioyiog of ſome ſpirituall ſolace 
and heavenly ioyz; as to denie that his deſcending is 
alocall motion downewards,and that bel is the ſeate of 
Sathan and ofbis ſlaues,and as fo ſay with the Genenianr, 
that by Chriſts deſcendiog ito hell, is nothing elſe 
meant,but his feeling of ſome ſpirituall ſorrowes or hel- 
liſh horror, If hel mult be taken by a figurein the Creed, 
then heaven in the ſame Creede ſhall bee but another fis 
gurezand ſo ſhould our Creed be buta Creed of 6gures, 
and ourfaith,a faith of figures. And to ſay that there are 
many Creedes.and confeſſions of faith( wherein there is no 
mention made of Chrilts deſcendiog into hell) ie doth 
not arguethat the authors and makers of thoſe confe(li- 
ons, did not belecuC this point ; for other clauſes are 
likewiſe often wanting,as namely,inthe Nicene Creede, 
thele words,Zorne ofthe Virgin Mary he was I 
tet 
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teth on the right band of God,] beleene the Catholike Church, 
the commungon of Saints, the reſurreFtion of the body,aud the 
life ener laſting aſwell as thoſe wordes,be deſcended into bell. 
And yetthe Fathers (no _ were aſwell perſwaded 
of theſe things they leftout;as they wereofthoſe things 
they put in. Apaine, it is ſufficient thatin none of the 
Creedes andconfeſſions thateuer were publiſhed aboue 
threeſcore,the deſcending of Chriſt into hell is denied: 
for-yee ſhall not reade in one of them all, ſuch aclauſe, 
1 beleeue that Chriſts ſoule beeing ſevered from the bo» 
dy,went not downe into bell, but aſcended vpinto hea- 
uh. But not onely isit notdenied ſo much as in one 
Creedeof many: but alſoit is affirmed expreſſely, in 
ſome Creedes, as namely, in that of the __ | 
and in that of Sam Athanaſius, and implicitly it is 
in all the Creedes” and confeſſions that ever were 
made, for more then fifteene hundreth yeares toge- 
ther: forit is implied in-the word /»ffered, and in the 
word di:d.For in Chriſt the Mediatours deatb, are theſc 
three parts; the ſeparation of the ſoule from the body, 
the collocation of the body being dead in the grave, as 
being the bodies chamber of death,and the migration of 
the ſcuered fouleintothe blacke houſe of death,which is 
hell; where it behooued the ſovles of all men to beeims 
priſoned;except the Sonne of God, by deſcending into 
that dungeon,had delivered and exempted all beleening 


foules from deſcending. For be it was that brake thoſe gates 4 


of braſſe,aud braſt the barres of yron aſunder, and to bin; the x 
gates of hell aud of death were opened for feare. It is certaine 
that Chritts ſoule went to ſome place afterdeatb;andin 
the Creede wee findeno place mentioned, but bhel/, or 
beauen : now in it there is mention madeof his deſcen® 
ding into hell after death;but thereis nomentionmade 
ofhis ſoules aſcending, vntill at what time being riſen, 
after forty daies aboade with his Diſciples,bee aſcended

on that could be,for mans cauſe,and thereforeit behoo- 
ued his ſouleto be hambled vnto hell, and without this 
hee bad not beene ſubieRed to the higheſt degree of 
humiliation in his ſoule,as hee wasto bee,anſwerably to 
the bumiliation of his body, which was in the higheſt 
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degree, even vnto the death ofthe crole ;like as for

Ninethly, the doQrine of Chriſts localldeſcending 
into hell, is prooued vy irrefragablereaſons: for firitthe 
doarine ofthe Church of Eng/az4doth illuſtrate, com- 


mend and magnikie;the love of God towards mankinde, 
where asthe doctrine of Geneus obſcureth, ecclypſeth, | 


and diminiſhetb it, exceeding much. For it isan argu» 
mentofgreat loue,thatthe Sonne of God would daigne 
to deſcend from his throne, .and ſeate of maieſtie, into 
thiscarth of vilitieand miſery, which is bis foote-ſtoole: 
butit is an argument of farre greater loue, that for our 
ſakes,he would yet deſccd lower,euen ſolow, asto take 
upon him the ſhape of a ſeruant ,and in that ſhape to ſuf- 
ferſoſhamefull adeath, ' as that vpon the crole ; but it 
argueth the bigbeſt degree of loue that could bee, in 
that for our ſakes hee would deſcend ſolow asinto the 
loweſt bell, the vile and loathſome dungeon of the 
damned, to the end that we ſhould not deſcend thither, 
nor be damned. Secondly, the very Ground, whereu 
_ the —— ns __ _ dofAtrive of Chrilts 
ering the pangs of hell,doth proove pregnantly this 
= point which they denieof Chriſts oh fading in- 
to hell in bis ſoule. Thegroundis this , It behooued the 
Mediatour of ſinfall mankinde to ſuffer what was due . 
to {infull mankinde, whereupon it followeth neceſſas 
rily,thathe ſuffered the higbe(t degree of humiliation,to 
witto be humbled vato hell in his ſoule, as his Bodie 
was humbled yato the ſhame ofthe crolle, a

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for ſipfull mankinde had deſerued this deieQion , and 
ſhould have beene humbled ſo farre for bis ſinfoll and 
d rebelling again{t God, if our Redeemer had not 
umbled himfelfe in our ſtead and for our ſakes to ex- 
empt,anddelivervs from thisignominie. Yes their very 
doarine iscontradicory toit felfe, for they hold that 
Chriſt was to ſuffer the torments of hell in his ſoule,and 
yetthey will not have him goe to hell zwhich two afſers

that he ſweatdrops of blood, and afterwards cried our, 
that be feltbimſelfe in a manner forſaken of his Father, 
for our ſakesfor a while , all which ſex/e-/affering, the 
Apollle Petercalleth by the name ofthe /orrowes of death, 
and D avid, the ſorrowes of bell, though 1 fay that our Sa- 
viour ſuffered in his ſoule for our ſakes , theſe horrours 
and terrors of hell, in the very garden and onthe crofle, 

et becould not ſuffer the pangsgpaines, or torments of

For who knoweth not, but that it is a greater glorie for 
a King or Captaine to vanquiſhand conquer bisenemie 
in his owne kiogdome , and to make his enemies owne 
pallace bispriſon, then to doe it elſewhere 2 Wherefore 
ſeeing our Saviour atchieucd the greatelt, and the moſt 
glorious conqueſt that cuer was, and triumphed the 
molt magnificently; we mull needs beleeue, that he did 
itia Sathans the ftrong ones owne houle, caltle and kiog- 
dome,asit isinthe Goſpel, andasthe Church of England 
together with the Primicize doth beleeue and teach; 
and not that he did it out of hell,or on the crolle,as they 
largon at Genena.

Tenthly and la(tly,the veritieof the Church of Exgs 
lands doctrine touching our Sauiqurs deſcending into 
bell, may appeare by the contradictions, oppolitions, 
and ditlentions, and fanaticall expolitions of tuch as 
baue oppugnedit,orditſented fromit,ſomeexpounding 
thoſe words, hee deſcend:dimto hell, of our Sauiours bu- 
riall,others of hisdetention in the grave, and the moſt 
part of his ſuffering the paines and corments of bell, in 
thegarden,and on the crolle ; ſome have expounded it 
of histranſlating into the (tate of the dead, and ſome 


haue beeneſo fanaticall,asto fay,that hisdeſcendiog ins 


to hell, meaneth no other matter but the aſcending of ' 
his ſoule into heauenafter death. Andas ſome ofthem 
hauc moſt valearnedlyand ridiculouſly vaderitoodbea- 
wen by bellinthe Creed,and aſcending by deſcending, which 
sallgne with chetaking water for fire, or oy " 
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diell,ſo haue they as vnlearnedly and ridiculouſly con- 
firueddivers other places of Scripture. In the {ixteene 
Palme, by the Hebrew wordN ge mts n,andin theſe- pcl.16, 10. 
cond of the Aer by the Greeke *»zi { both which doe Ait.2.27, 
ſignifie the/ente) they vaderſtandthe 4ody, which is the 
contrary part , and the other balfe ofman , athiog that 

no learning divine or bumane will ſuffer. And though 

a man perhaps might excuſe ſach a (imple or lingle /g- 
norewsasthis; yet how can heexcuſeir,when it is dou- 

bled? for thoſe Genevians will have the word /o»/: to lig- 

nifie the bdy and adead body, which in all learning di- 
vine,orhumane,(ignifieth alwaies a /wving ſubſtance; and 

either the principallpatt,whichis the/o»/c,and that pro-' 
perly,orelſethe whole perſon,figuratively, Andas theſe 
admirable Iſctamorphoſers of Geneua, turnein one place 

hbellinto heanen and deſcending into aſcending, even blacke 

into white,andio another 5 2X Chrilts bing ſouls they 

turne into-bis dead Boa z fo doe they turne he//intotbe 
grave;for the Hebrew word SH t 0 L, and the Greeke 

word 4x, which doe properly and principally ſignifie 

hell (as the learned in theſe languages doe well know, 

and as we ſhall ſhowparticularly otherwhere, by allead- 

ging the tellimonies of the belt Hebricians and Grecians) 

but eſpecially when the word of So»/e is thereunto an- 
nexed,as it is in the ſixteenth Pſalme, and in theſecond

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and becauſe they ſee the ablurditic that ſhould inſae of 
ſaying that Chriſts/oule ſhould be bariedin agrave,there- 
fore for preventing ove abſurditie, they runne into ano- 
ther: for as they turne be// into greve, ſo doe they Chriſts 
lining ſoule into his dea4 b04y,the moſt blockiſh and Rocs 
kiſh abuſing of Scripture,tbat ener was heard tell off:yea 
- more,the moſt impious, for ia ſo doing they ioyne with 
theprofeſſed enemies of Chriſt both ewes, Arrianand 
Apollinerian Heretickes, For firſt ſuch Genenian Ifors 
ioyne with the Iewes, who(avEpinus theProteltant Su- 
perintendent of Hambarge , writeth vpon the (ixteenth - 
Pſalme) to ouerthrow thecertainty of our faith , con- 
cerniog Chrilts deſcen(ion into hell and his reſurrei- 
on,did by the word /oul:,vnaderſtand bfe, (though it bee 
notſo bad,nor fo farre fetcht as Bezas dradbodie) and by 
the word be{,they vaderftand greve,astbe Genemians doe, 
And next they ioyce and iumpe with theold Arriex 
and Apoliimnarien Heretickes , which denied our Saujours 
true humane ſoule, and therefore vaderſtood thoſe 
Scriptures as the Genenians doe, and not as theortho- 
doxe fathers vaderſtood them , that ont of thoſe Scrip- 
tures, refutedtheir fooleries, as Arbavaſins, Throdoretns, 
Epipbanins, Cypriems, Anguſftenus, Fulgentins, Fleronymus,, 
Aon rofesry Ph lopes Preſoyter, Refs: Co ſoderas Emtbys 
wins, Bede, Petrus Chryſologws, and others whom the 
Charchof Exg/anddoth follow:all which ſhall be (God- 
willing )particularly prooued in ourLatioe worke. And 
the Geneniars doeioyne withthe ſame Apol/mnarian here- 
tickes in vnderſtanding by the Spiriz of Chrs{Fin thetbird 
cr ofthe firlt Epilite of Saint Peter, bis Dininitie or 

God- bead, and not his bumaxe Spirit z though the other 
haite of hichumanitie, to wit his f-/s bee therementi- 
oned with it:like asio the ſame text, they turne Chrif#s 
prrſon,into Noabs, and Chrifts preaching in Spirit _ 
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dead mensfpirits after his paſſion, into Noehs preachs 
in voto living men, many her oem. 
the paſſion, and incarnation, Where notehow thatcon-s 
trary toalllearniog divine and humane, they 

the word Spirit of a living mer, and notof the ſoule of one 
deceaſed. And in the abſurd manner, they turne 
Chriſts wra(tlingvponthecrolle,intotriomphing , and 
make him to ſing his ownetriumpb before bis fulland 
abſoluteviRarie.

Sauiours ſou/e deſcended, into the vpmoF#parts or ſurface 
oftheearth, where in body hee converſed,when hee was 
vpon earth. So that they turning thus vplide downe, 
both in Geſpe//and Epii7/e as they doe, we haue as little 
cauſe to iumpe or ioyne with Genen« inthis point,as wee 
haue to runne with Rowe for the finding out of their fa- 
naticall Limbus Patrum, 

Andchus 1 have by a ten-fold probation, cleered the 
trath ofthe doArine ofthe Church of Exg/andtouching.

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eicher,but it,aor noother Prrgarorie afterthislife, but 
the fireof Gods Spirit in the ſame Parade, And inthe 
ſame worke,we ſhall likewiſe diſpute the queſtiov, whes 
ther our Saviour went firſt into Paradye,before be went 
downeto hel, and whether tbeſoules of the Patriarkes, 
went in his companie;to bee witneſſes of his viRorie in 
hell ? wherefore I would wiſh with all my heart, that for 
the facthering of the peace ofthe Church, both Remanes 
and Genenians,P apiſts and Puritanes would ſubſcribe voto 
the doQrine ofthe Charch of Eng/a»d in this point, and 
borrow from her the golde of this orthodoxall doctrine, 
asthey would ſhe ſhould borrow from them ſome thing- 
that they can ſhow as good warrant for, as the Church 
of Englandcan doe for this. And let them both,doe as 
they pleaſe, one thing 1 dare vndertake to prooue by 
publike diſputation, in any Celedge in Chriltendome, 
and ſhall ſhall doe it, (God willipg ) before a few yeares : 
goeabout, in King /ames bis Celledge; that the Romanes 
cannot ſhow ſo much Scripture,and ſo many teitimovies 
of Fathers, nar ſo many pregnant reaſons, for any two 
poſitions or opinions that they ditfer in from the 
Church of Eng/andas wee ſhall ſhow for this one, tou- 
ching Chrilts deſcending intothe dungeon ofthe dams 
ned,todeliwer vs from deſcending. And againe,tbat all 
the Geneuians in Chriſtendome (though they ſhould 
ioynetheir whole wits together) ſhall neuer bee able to 
ſhow ſa many authorities,teſtimonies,rcaſons and argu- 
ments, fetcht from Scriptures, Fathers, and Doctors, 
for the probation ofthe whole opinions,thatthey differ 
in from the Charch of England,as we ſhall ſhow for the 
probation ofthis one polition,onely again{tthem. The 
which being well coplidered,] hope my Countreymen 
will not beſo fond of every Gleſfſe;that goeth forth from 
Genew«gast0 takealltobee vadoubtedly true 20d _

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hereafter they will not applaude promiſcuouſ]y all their 

liog andpaltrie opinions; ſeeing ſomeofthemare ſo 
abſurde and ridiculous, and other ſome ſo volearned 
andimpious as we baue now ſhowed and can ſhowghow 
that they commit thelike incongroitics, ablurdities, er- 
rours andimpieties in their popular paritieamong(} Mis 
niſters,in their lay-preſbytery,intheirexploding of Pre- 
lacie, in their denying of the Chriſtian Princes Eccleſi- 
aſticall facultieand ſacred immunitie from ſecular coer- 
cion and eccleſiaſticall cenſure : and to bebriefe,intheir 
ſuppreſſing and oppoſing of ſuch religious ceremonies, 
and ſolemanitiesas haue becne vſcd of theancient Chris 

ſliansthrough outthe whole world , in the molt 
fouriſhiog and proſpering ages of the Church. 
The which errours and defeats, I pray 
the God of Ymrie and 7eritie to 
givethern grace ſpeedily to 
amend, Amen.
